* New York, died Sunday afternoon at 
, the home of Gustave Abel, with whom 


he had lived for the past four years. 

‘/'” The end was sudden and peaceful, 
‘The senator’s last impression of this 
earth was the sight of his three sons, 
his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Frank H. | 
Platt; his grandson, Livingston Platt, | 
and Mr. and Mrs. Abel, all of whom 
surrounded him as he passed away. 

Death was caused by chronic and 
acute Bright’s disease, a malady from 
which Platt had suffered for fifteen 
years. 

Three-quarters of an hour before he 
expired he appeared to be in moderate ‘ 
health and in possession of all his 
faculties, ' 

Mr. Platt was president of the 
United States Express company. 
Every working day he was at his of- 
fice and bore his 77 years without 
hardship. He had planned to return 
to his work this morning as usual. 

“With Platt’s death goes to his rest 
the last of the Republican barons. 

To his friends he was a leader. To 
his enemies he was a boss. He was, 
perhaps, both. He typified all the 
arrogance of the old feudal lord, 
trampling out opposition with ‘a ruth- 
less foot. He typified all the gentle- 
ness of the graciousness of the old 
seigneur, lavishing favors on his re- 
tainers and rewarding a kindness 
threefold. 

His life contained in it much that 
was good, some that was bad and 


eome that was unpleasant. He was a_ 


man of tradietions. He pos- 
gessed great strength and great weak- 
néss... He was frank and secretive, 
He was broad and he was narrow, He 
was as brave as a lion, and yet some- 
time possessed only the courage of 
fleception. 

His victories were always his own. 
He rose by his own efforts and he fell 
only whea the infirmities of years 
descended on him, and then by the 
treachery of those he had made. 

He was withal a very great figure 
fn New York state, where he was 
execrated by his enemies as few men 
have been. He wrote his name on 
the history of his native state for a 
period covering nearly forty years, 
and when that can be said of a man 
it must be admitted that he had vir- 
tues and that there were strong ele- 
ments in his character. 

Mr. Platt was born in Oswego, July 
15, 1833. He was educated in that 


| school which believed “to the victors 


belonged the spoils” and he gloried in 
it. He came into politics in the days 
just after the war, when party spirit 
ran high. It was that spirit which 
made the stalwart and the half breed. 

Mr. Platt was one of the “306” at 
Chicago. He was the “me too” butt 


of the American humorist. No man 
had such ridicule to live down. No 
man faced greater humiliations. No 


man had reason to harbor more bit- 
ter resentments. No man had more 
implacable enemies. He lived the 
ridicule down; he faced the humitia- 
tions with a brave face. He kept 
alive or stifled his resentments :as it 
suited him, but he punished his ene- 
mies when the time or the opportun- 
nity came.

DEATH OF DR. KLOPSCH 


Editor Had Raised Millions of Dol- 
lars For Suffering Humanity 

New York, March 8.—Dr. Louis 
Klopsch, proprietor and editor of The 
Christian Herald, died as the result 
of an operation performed on March 
2. He was taken ill three weeks ago 
at his home with acute gastritis and 
became gradually worse until he was 
removed to a hospital on March 1. 

It has been said of Klopsch that 
since he became proprietor of The 
Christian Herald, in 1892, he has ob- 
tained through that organ $3,300,000, 
and distributed it in international 
charities. He had been honored by 
many nations for his efforts in behalf 
of humanity. 

Dr. Klopsch was born in Germany 
in March, 1852, and came to this 
country as a young man. In 1886, 
in this city, he married Miss May E. 
Merritt, daughter of a clergyman.

Labor War In In Philadelphia is 
Given New lmpetus 


CAR MEN ARE ENCOURAGED 


Employes of Baldwin Locomotive 
Works Walk Out and Hundreds of 
Men From Other Plants Strike tn 
Sympathy—Rapid Transit Company 
Announces That It Has Said Last 
Word on Arbitration 


Philadelphia, March 10.—Promise 
of help from without and develop- 
ment of strength in its own field, 
which appeared to take even its most 
confident leaders by surprise, has in- 
jected new life into the Philadelphia 
general sympathetic strike movement. 

The labor campaign received its 
strongest impetus from the action ol 
the State Federation of Labor con- 
vention in Newcastle, in declaring 
that a state-wide and even nation- 
wide tieup of industry would not be 
too great a price to pay if necessary to 
insure success to the local cause. 

Added to this came the revelation 
that the union labor movement in 
sympathy with the striking employes 
of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
company was strong enough to in- 
vade what was supposed to be a se- 
cure citadel of the opposing forces 
and open an adinittedly wide breach. 

The success of the strike leaders in 
inducing something over 1000 em- 
ployes of the Baldwin . Locomotive 
Works to walk out yesterday after- 
noon, following the morning deser- 
tion of possibly as many more, was

The strike leaders, however, were 
seemingly satisfied that they had won 
their most important victory, and last 
night announced that not only had 
hundreds of men from other plantt 
joined the ranks of the strikers, but 
‘that the next day cr two will witness 
even more important accessions to 
their ranks. 

To the threat of a country-wide 
strike if the local traction heads did 
not agree to arbitration with thei 
men, the officials of the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company made curt 
response, announcing that it had said 
its last word on arbitration and that 
if the wide-spread strike depended on 
its yielding to the arbitration demand, 
the strike would have to come, 

Other evidences, too, were given 
by the city’s employers of labor o!

DEN IN BOSTON 


Unexpected Descent Upon it 
SOME FINE DETECTIVE WORK 


Three Men Arrested Simultaneously 
dn Different Parts of City Had Been 
Trailed For Months—Plant In Heart 
of Business District Reveals Mys- 
tery of Great Flood of Spurious 
Dimes tn the Metropolis 


Boston, March 9.—A gang ot 
counterfeiters, composed of well- 
known Boston men, who have been 
carrying on their operations almost 
within the shadow of the federal 
building, were last night pounced 
upon by United States officers, who 
gathered in supposed members in 
various parts of the city. 

The men arrested are: Frederick 
Hartung, 30 years old; William Sam- 
ple, 41 years old, and Robert E. 
Sample, brother of William. Their 
capture followed a raid made at 185 
Franklin street by four secret ser- 
vice agents and three United States 
deputy marshals. 

A counterfeiting plant was found 
in the Franklin street building capable 
of turning out the spurious 1908 ten- 
cent pieces which have been flooding 
the city. 

Willim Sample, who is a watch- 
maker and jeweler, was taken into 
custody at the plant. When searched 
four of the spurious coins were found 
in Sample’s pockets. 

Robert Sample, who is a jeweler, 
was arrested at his home in Dor- 
chester, where he is ill with rheu- 
matism. Owing to the fact that he 
Was unable to leave his bed, a guard 
was established about his home, 
which is a three-apartment house. 
“Robert has a wife and two children. 

Hartung, who is a die maker, was 
arrested at the automobile show. 

The building where the plant ts 
located is in the very heart of the 
down-town business district. Its 
proximity to the postoffice, where 
secret service agents are located, 
would be sufficient, it was believed, 
to keep all but the most daring coun- 
terfeiters away. 

That very belief apparently was 
taken advantage of by the men to 
ward off suspicion from their plant, 

The plant consisted of a seven-foot 
press, a rolling machine, a gas forge 
and an air blower. In a small safe 
in one corner of the room about ten 
pounds of raw silver and two pounds 
of copper alloy were found. 

Although the coins are spurious 
they are actually worth more than 
the regular government coins. The 
law provides that silver 10-cent pieces 
shall contain only nine-tenths of their 
weight in silver. This is due to the 
fact that they were all made from 
sheet silver, which is always made 
slightly above the legal standard. 

The raid and the arrests were the 
result of a fine piece of detective 
work. For over three months Chief 
Murphy has. had the men trailed from 
their home to the counterfeiting plant, 
and back again, through the shopping 
district, and even to the restaurants 
which they patronized, without arous- 
ing the slightest suspicion that they 
were being folldwed. The arrests 
yesterday were made almost simul- 
taneously, so that the victims were 
taken thoroughly unprepared. 


HELD IN $10,000 EACH} 


Sample and Hartung Arraigned on 
Charge of Counterfeiting 

Boston, March 10.—Two of the 
three alleged counterfeiters, William 
Sample and Frederick Hartung, were 
held in $10,000 each by Commissioner 
Hayes for a hearing on March 17. A 
plea of not guilty was entered for 
each defendant. 

Robert E. Sample, a brother ot 
William, who {fs also under arrest, 
was not brought before the commis- 
sioner because of ‘illness, and the 
secret service men have a guard about 
his home.

BEGUN HIS THEFTS 
EIGHTEEN YEARS AGO 


Hall Robbed Southbridge Bank 
When First Employed 


Southbridge, Mass., March 10,— 
John A. Hall, deposed treasurer of 
the Southbridge Savings bank after 
fefalcations of $640,000 were dis- 
covered, began to steal from the bank 
even before he was promoted to be 
treasurer. This fact was divulged by 
the legislative committee investigat- 
ing the bank, who found a shortage 
of. $20,000 before he became treas- 
urer. 

Hall, the experts have found, took 
$100 in the first month that he worked 
in the bank eighteen years ago while 
a young man of 26. The theft was 
never discovered by the bank officiale 
and evidently induced Hall to believe 
that he could go on at will stealing, 
for he had taken $20,000 when he was 
promoted from a clerkship.

death of James N. Sutton, a lieu- 
tenant in the marine corps at Annap- 

olis, Oct. 13, 1907. 

An appropriation of $25,000 is 
urged to defray the expenses of the 
proposed inquiry. Members of his _ 
family endeavored to fix the respon- 
sibilty for his death upon his com- 
panions on the night of his death. 


NEILL IS EXONERATED 


Report Favoring Labor Commissioner 
Is Accepted by Nagel 

Washington, March 7.—Secretary 
Nagel of the department of commerce 
and labor has accepted the report of 
a committee of officers of his depart- 
ment that there was no foundation for 
the charges preferred against Labor 
Commissioner Neill by Thomas R. 
Dawley, Jr., formerly special agent 
of his bureau. 

Dawley alleged, among other 
things, that Neill altered reports on 
woman and child labor because the 
facts set forth did not support condi- 
tions which he had started to prove. 


Postal Savings Bil! Passed 

Washington, March 7.—Dividing 
upon party lines the senate passed 
the administration postal savings bank 
bill, by a vote of 50 to 22, the Repub- 
Hi@ans voting unanimously for it. All 
the negative vites were cast by Demo- 
crats, Senator Chamberlain of Ore- 
gon being the only Democrat in favor 
of the measure.

“Mr, Get Through” 


Two classes of people have always 
been active in their demands that the 
Legislature should have short ses- 
sions. One has been made up of the 
so-called funny. writers for the press, 
the other the men who believe that 


all government should consist of let- 


ting everything stand as it is, with 
no changes of any sort. 

We are not quite sure as to which 
One is the dominant force in directing 
the affairs of the present session of 
the Legislature, the conglomeration 
of funny writers who delight to rail 
at the long legislative sessions in 
Massachusetts, or the other people 
who look upon every session: of the 
legislature as a calamity, and never 
breathe easy until it has been pro- 
rogued. Whichever it is, it is an 
effective force, for never before in 
the history of the oldest follower of 
legislative matters has “Mr. Get 
Through” been so prominent. He 
meets you at the entrance of the ele- 
vator, he travels with you to the 
door of the committee room, he slaps 
you in the face if you suggest to the 
committee greater deliberation upon 
matters, in which you may be inter- 
ested. He drives you out with a 
wave of his hand after eleven min- 
utes and sixteen seconds of hearing; 
and he follows you through the cor- 
ridors for fear that “Mr.’ Bill Bollen, 
the lobbyist,” may suggest that you 
do something to promote whatever 
you may be interested in. 

With your particular measure, “Mr. 
Get Through” is even more officious. 
He grabs it from the Clerk with 
eager hands, he flings it in the right 
or the wrong branch with a slap and 
a bang. He answers the protests of 
your representative with the state- 
ment that a hearing of fully ‘nine 
minutes has been given to this pro- 
ject, and that it has “been there be- 
fore anyway. When it gets before 
the body he cracks the party whip 
and says.“Away with it, away with 
it,” and the waste basket bulges by 
just so much more, 


Protest? What’s the use? Appeal? 
Even of less use. Kick, squirm, do 
what you may,.the man on horseback 
is “Johnny. Get Through” and he is 
the boss of. the job. His motto is 
that well-known saying, “If you want 
to know who is boss around here, 
start something.” 1,500 petitioners 
set out in early January to find out 
just who was boss around the State 
House and “started something.” Go 
home, you hungry petitioners, forget 
it. It isn’t the Governor, it isn’t the 
President of the Senate, it isn’t the 
Speaker of the House, it is that un- 
known force, created by nobody 


knows whom, developed along lines. 


understood by no one, but today 
rampant from attic to cellar of the 
golden domed building and his name 
is “Mr. Get Through.” 


Perhaps this is what Massachusetts 
wants from its legislature. Perhaps 
the 1,500 petitions are filed there and 
thrown out with a hurly burly rush 
because they have been considered 
before, because they are a little a- 
head of the times, because they rep- 
resent radical ideas, because they are 


purely theoretical, because the legis- | 


lature doesn’t like them, but the spirit 
of free petition upon which Massa- 
chusetts has prided herself for more 
than a century is still to be consider- 
ed in our form of government. It 
carries with it the right not only to 
petition, but the right to a full, free 
and fair consideration by the Legis- 
lature after the petition has been re- 
ceived. We regret this . striking 
characteristic that is noted on every 
hand in the legislative chambers this 
year. It is not good for government, 
it is not good for the party in power, 
to have a feeling become general 
that the main purpose of the legis- 
lative session is to prorogue before 
a certain date. Short sessions, with 
effective and constructive legislation 
prominent in the record, are to be 
desired. Short sessions, bought at 
the expense of a dissatisfied public 
who have had their legislative ideas 
ignored and their problems of gov- 
ernment ridiculed, will make Mr. 
Get Through” the most expensive 
boss that has yet attempted to con- 
trol legislative affairs in Massachu- 
setts, 


A Public Outrage 


We have been so accustomed in 
Essex county to the peculiar actions 
of the present district attorney that 
it now takes a good deal to jar the 
public. But of all the outrageous 
procéedings that this man has been 
responsible for during his term of of- 
fice, none outclasses his latest action 


with reference to the investigation of 


corruption in Lawrence. A score or 
more of men are having their names 
bandied. around the city as corrupt 


officials.. It is impossible to keep 
such things from leaking in such 
bodies as the grand jury. For a 


month this man Peters has been in- 
vestigating, and on the very eve of 
the time that it was announced that 
the grand jury would feport, he 
makes the statement that the jury is 
dismissed® and will not be called to- 
gether again until May. Innocent 
and guilty are held on the rack for 
this time. If reported against in May, 
it will be practically impossible for 
their trials to come until September. 
There are ugly thoughts and ugly 
rumors current, and the people of | 
Essex county owe it to decency and 
to good order to demand of the court 
judges some relief from such admin- 
istration of an important office as this 
man is again guilty of.

The Town Meeting 


The Town Meeting on Monday was'| 


not entirely devoid of interest and 
while less strenuous than a year ago, 
it was more long’ drawn out and at 
times equally interesting. While 
some have insisted that the ‘town 
was not very economical, we are in- 
clined to think that a summary of the 
appropriations, will show a con- 
tinued tendency on‘the part of our 
citizens. to be conservative in the 
matter of appropriations. It is true 
that few changes were made in the 
matter of recommendations but this 
should be credited tothe care: with 
which the recommendations had been 
made, rather than a trend toward ex- 
travagance on the part of the citi- 
zens themselves, ai ; 

There was a ‘tendency toward ig- 
norigg committees who have control 
of matters that was not pleasing to 
those who believe in a responsibility 
for government.’ It has been a pretty 
satisfactory policy that has main- 
tained in town government for many 


_years that the different boards may 


best be trusted with their own pe- 
culiar problems, and the rebuke ad- 
ministered by Mr. Smith to one who 
had taken upon himself to question 
the recommendations of the Board 
of Public Works was timely and 
justified. 

Considerable regret has been ex- 

pressed that some of the froth of the 
meeting could not have been cut out. 
While there is reason for such feel- 
ing, there is also considerable merit 
in the suggestion that it is the annual 
stock taking of the town, and a wise 
course is to ‘allow a pretty general 
discussion of public matters at such 
a time. 
» We refrain from further comment 
until the final adjournment of the 
meeting, except to express a hope 
that no more money will be appro- 
priated than the amount already fixed 
by the votes of last Monday. We 
have reached a limit of $1,400 in ex- 
cess of that required to. be raised a 
year ago and further increases mean 
a larger tax rate. 
meeting should shut down tight upon 
all the calls for more money. 


Retirement of Able Official 


Last Monday’s meeting was prob- 
ably the last town meeting at which 
the affairs of the Board of Public 
Works will be presented by their 
tong time Superintendent, John E. 
Smith. 

There will be much regret that this 
is the fact, for Mr. Smith has been 
an intelligent, efficient, and successful 
manager of this important depart- 
ment of the town affairs for twenty 
years. He has not, always been able 
to lead the town as he would wish, 
but we can recall no time when his 
advice ,on matters affecting the water 
and sewer departments has’ not been 
sound. 

To review his work is to review 
the entire development of our splen- 
did water and sewer system. It is 
fresh in the minds of all of our people 
who enjoy the daily benefits received 
from these public services. Never 
for a whole day has the centre of the 
town been without water, and indeed 
hardly for a whole hour in all these 
years. Never -has there been a need 
to query and doubt as to the effi- 
ciency in case of fire. Never has 
there been a question as to the ability 
of those in charge to work out the 
problem of improvements or exten- 
sions, and while there has at all 
times been an efficient Board of Pub- 
lic Works back of the Superintendent, 
he has been the dominant force and 
the efficient head. 

We believe the ‘town loses one of 
its most useful public officials in the 
departure of Mr. Smith, and he leaves 
a record for efficiency and construc- 
tive ability of which he may well be 
proud, and for which the town owes 
and renders its fullest meed of thanks. 


Editorial Cinders 


It is to be sincerely regretted that 
the law which changed the election 
of a Tree Warden so that through 
the appointment by the Governor, 
the office is of little account, could 
not have been passed earlier in the 
year. Undoubtedly the same con- 
ditions which led to a warm contest 
in Andover existed in many towns 
in the State. Here four candidates 
had gone to the expense of filing 
papers and doing the preliminary 
campaigning only, to secure what 
would have been an empty honor at 
the best. It would seem as if some 
information should have been sent 
out from the State House to cities 
and towns calling attention to this 
situation in time so that such a con- 
test would not have been entered 
into. As it was, the first official an- 
nouncement that came to Andover 
was received Friday afternoon by 
the Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, The Townsman had already 
noted in Friday morning’s paper the 
situation, and confirmed it by direct 
interview at the State House. 


North Andover will pass through 
the experiment. next year of having 
an entirely new Board of Selectmen. 
We don’t believe that this is wise for 
any town, and it would seem at this 
distance to be peculiarly unwise in 
the light of the excellent officials that 
have been replaced. The writer has 
had more or less abuse from one of 
the men who was defeated, but that 
hasn’t kept him from having a high 
regard for the efficient service that 
has been rendered as a selectman of 
North Andover by. Peter Holt, who 
is this year retired.

WRITTEN FOR THE TOWNSMAN 

Compare Gen. 1:26-30. Read Matt. 
21:16, 1 Cor, 15:29, Eph. 1. 20-22. 

This -beautiful poem, beginning 
with an exclamation of adoring won- 
der, and closing with the same words, 
has been called a jewel set in gold, 

But the glory of God must be ex- 
alted above the heavens; since crea- 
tion, in its boundless immensity, is 
only a faint and partial shadow of 
God. The starry hosts are the fringes 
of his garment. “Lo, these are but 
the outskirts of his ways, and how 
small a whisper do we hear of him! 
But the thunder of his power who 
can understand?” Job 26:14. 


CONTENTS 

The theme is not the glory of the 
sky, or the dignity of man as the 
head of the earthly universe; but the 
manifestation of the divine glory in 
both. | 

This is the first of a series of 
Psalms that call upon nature to 
speak her creator’s praise. | 

The 19th Psalm reflects his glories | 
in the splendors of noon, as this dis- | 
plays them on the midnight sky. The 
18th pictures his grandeur in an 
earthquake and tempest. The 2gth 
in a thunder-storm, and the 104th 
gives a panorama of earthly scenes 
wherein Jehovah walks, covering 
himself with light as with a garment. 
Isaiah shames us with the ox and 
ass, who know their owner, as most 
men refuse to own their God. Our 
Saviour sends us ‘for instruction to 
the ravens and the lilies; to trees and 
vines; to sheep and clouds and grow- 
ing gfain. . ? 

Every creature radiates some 
truth. The eternal power and God- 
head are clearly seen in the things 
that are made; so that even heathens | 
are without excuse. 

This is a Messeanic psalm. Heb. | 
2:6-9. It points to Christ the perfect | 
man—the son of David who is the 
Son of God. Not that David saw 
his divine descendant in the future, 
as we behold him in the past. 

David spoke from God; like ey 


who foretold the grace that should 
come to us; searching what the 
spirit which was in them did signify 
when it testified of the sufferings of 
Christ and the glory that followed. 
Which things the angels desire to | 
look into. 

This Psalm exhibits at once the | 
grandeur and the insignificance of 
man. A human birth how. pitiful— 
the most helpless of all things that 
live! He cometh forth as a flower 
and is cut down. He fleeth like a 
shadow. At the age of eighty-four 
in the years of earth, a man upon 
Neptune, the farthest known planet 
in our system, would have reached 


the age of six months, On Uranus 
he would have lived a year, On Sat- 
urn he would be nearly three years 
old. Eighty-four years in Neptune 
would mean 27,8560 years on earth. 
From Neptune or Uranus the earth 
can be seen only through a powerful 
telescope, and the sun with all the 
planets. would show only a feeble 
point of light from the nearest star. 
But man is not only little; he is 
sinful. He has missed the mark, for 
that is the meaning of “sin.” So far 
as the aim) of his creation is con- 
cerned, he is worthless. He was de- 
signed to glorify God in his body 
and spirit, which, are God’s. Left to 
himself he is a disgrace to his Maker, 
a blot upon creation. The apostle 
represents creation as longing for 
the redemption of man, that it may 
itself be redeemed from the corrup- 
tion wrought by man’s disobedience. 
Rom. 8:21. A redemption which is 
going on before our eyes in new dis- 
coveries, under the increasing power 
by which Christ is subduing all 
things unto himself. ; 
-This Psalm is the echo of crea- 
tion’s story Gen, 1:26-30, The earth 
in its material structure is complete. 
Its maker has pronounced it good, 
but it is still waiting for the final 
act. That act is Man. But God de- 
liberates. There is a solemnity here 
which we have not seen before. God 
takes counsel with himself. Let ‘us 
make man after our likeness, and let 
him have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, the birds of the air, and over 
every living thing that moveth on 
the earth, And God created man in 
his own image and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life. And man 
became a living soul—a soul that 
shall survive the wreck of matter 
and the crash of worlds; which shall 
only have begun to live when all the 
Present constellations shall have 
ceased to be. 


be desired. There is only one 
thing that can make it tolerable for 
us, and that is the knowledge of God 
—a personal acquaintance, commun- 
ion, and fellowship with the author 
of our being. 

This, according to St. Paul, is the 
definition and destiny of the ideal 
man, “increasing in the knowledge 
of God,” a destiny for which eternity 
alone affords sufficient scope.

‘An Animal that Makes Hay 


Very provident creatures are the 
little chief hares, or pikas of the west. 
These animals, which seem to be re- 
lated to the rabbits on one side and 
to the rats and mice on the other, 
make their homes on the mountain 
slopes, in holes and fissures among 
the rocks and boulders, They are 
very industrious little fellows, and 
their chief preparation for winter 
consists in gathering plants, which 
they pile into haystacks very much 
as our own, farmers do.

This beautiful poem, beginning 
with an exclamation of adoring won- 
der, and closing with the same words, 
has been called a jewel set in gold. 

But the glory of God must be ex- 
alted above the heavens; since crea- 
tion, in its boundless immensity, is 
only a faint and partial shadow of 
God, The starry hosts are the fringes 
of his garment. “Lo, these are but 
the outskirts of his ways, and how 
small a whisper do we hear of him! 
But the thunder of his power who 
can understand?” Job 26:14. 

CONTENTS 

The theme is not the glory of the 
sky, or the dignity of man as the 
head of the earthly universe; but the 
manifestation of the divine glory in 
both. | 

This is the first of a series of 
Psalms that call upon nature to 
speak her creator’s praise. 

The 19th Psalm reflects his glories F 
in the splendors of noon, as this dis- | 
plays them on the midnight sky. Thé 
18th pictures his grandeur in an 
earthquake and tempest. The 29th 
in a thunder-storm, and the ‘104th 
gives a panorama of earthly scenes | 
wherein Jehovah walks, covering 
himself with light as with a garment. 
Isaiah shames us with the ox-and 
ass, who know their owner, as most 
men-refuse to own their God. Our 
Saviour sends us for instruction to 
the ravens and the lilies; to trees and 
vines; to sheep and clouds and grow- 
ing grain. , 

Every creature radiates some 
truth. The eternal power he) God- | 


head are clearly seen in the/things | 
that are made; so that even heathens | 
are without excuse. 

This is a Messeanic psalm. Heb. 
2:6-9. It points to Christ the perfect | 
man—the son of David who is the 
Son of God. Not that David saw 
his divine descendant in the future, 
as we behold him in the past. 

David spoke from God; like others 
who foretold the grace that should 
come to us; searching’ what the 
spirit which was in them did signify 
when it testified of the sufferings of 
Christ, and the glory that followed. 
Which things the angels desire to 
look into. f 

This Psalm exhibits at once the! 
grandeur and_ the 
man. A human birth how pitiful— 
the most helpless of all things that 
live! He cometh forth as a flower 
and is cut down. He fleeth: like a 
shadow. At the age of eighty-four 
in the years of earth, @ man upon 
Neptune, the farthest known planet 
in our system, would have reached 


the age of six months. On Uranus 
he would have lived a year. On Sat- 
urn he would be nearly three years 
old. Eighty-four years in Neptune 
would mean 27,856 years on earth, 
From Neptune or Uranus the earth 
can be seen only through a powerful 
telescope, and the sun with all the 
Planets would show only a feeble 
point of light from the nearest star, 

_But man is not only little; he is 
sinful. He has missed the mark, for 
that is the meaning of “sin.” So far 
as the aim of his creation is con- 
cerned, he is worthless. He was de- 
signed.to glorify God in his body 
and spirit, which are God’s. Left to 
himself he is a disgrace to his Maker, 
a blot upon creation. The apostle 
represents creation as longing for 
the redemption of man, that it may 
itself be redeemed from the corrup- 
tion wrought by man’s disobedience. 
Rom. 8:21. A redemption: which is 
going on before our eyes in new dis- 
coveries, under the increasing power 
by which Christ is subduing all 
things unto himself, 

_This Psalm is the echo of crea- 
tion’s story Gen, 1:26-30, The earth 
in its material structure is complete. 
Its maker has pronounced it good, 
but it is still waiting for the final 
act. That act is Man. But God de- 
liberates. There is a solemnity here 
which we have not seen before. God 
takes counsel with himself. Let ‘us 
make man ‘after our likeness, and let 
him have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, the birds of the air, and over 
every living thing that moveth on 
the earth. And God created man in 
his own image and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life. And man 
became a living soul—a soul that 
shall survive the wreck of matter 
and the crash of worlds; which shall 
only have begun to live when all the 
present constellations shall have 
Nie Sg to be.

Aid of the Flatiron 


I have learned to save time and 
trouble by calling into use the flat- 
iron for rather unusual purposes. 

A flatiron can baste beautifully. It 
will turn hems in muslin or linen. in 
just one-half the usual time; even the 
wide. hems: may be. satisfactorily 
turned by holding a marker in the 
left hand and ‘following it with the 
iron held in the right. If cloth 
“seams” all creases may be speedily 
removed by the use of the flatiron. 

In making ruffles, folds, pipings, 
etc., the flatiron comes into rapid 
play. Crease the material to the de- 
sired width with the iron, then cut 
by the crease. In sewing upon an 
old machine, an unfortunate and ruin- 
ous process known as “chewing” 
sometimes occurs. Stubborn edges, 
sharp turns and points can be. avoid- 
ed, and many a machine needle saved 
from breakage if the fabric is first 
well flattened with a warm iron. 

The iron is also useful toward se- 
curing other good appearances. A 
photograph or calendar, curled to 
unsightliness, may be given fresh life 
by pressing upon the wrong side. The 
magazine you wish to “pass along” 
to a friend is given new respectabil- 
ity by ironing the covers. The wrap- 
ping, paper we thriftily save to use 
again is made fit for a dainty parcel 
by a few passes of the iron. And a 
rumpled window shade, tossed by 
the breeze, may be made to look like 
new if thoroughly pressed upon the 
wrong side—Woman’s Home Com- 
panion, :

OLD HOME WEEK, 


What a Pennsylvania Grange Did 
to Make It a Success. 


A Farmers’ Parade That Took an Hour 
and.a Half to Pass a Given Point. 
Said to Have Been One of the Best 
Agricultural Parade Demonstrations 
Ever Given In the State. 


We are indebted to the Pennsylvania 
Grange News for the following account 
of Huntingdon county’s “old home 
week” celebration, in which the grange 
took so important a part: 


This monster parade, agricultural and 
historical in character, was the largest, 
most elaborate and best parade of the 
week. At its head as chief marshal of 
the day rode the worthy past master of 
the state grange, W. F. Hill. Immediate- 
y back of him, also mounted on fine 
horses, rode his staff, and in accord with 
grange ideas both sexes were represented. 
The eight ladies, four abreast, were all 
dressed in black habits, white collars, 
black ties, derby hats and white silk 
gloves. The men were also dressed alike, 
each wearing black shoes, black trousers, 
Prince Albert coats, high silk hats and 
white gloves. Following the chief mar- 
shal and this handsome staff were the 
Huntingdon band of fifty men on foot, 
and in carriages the county officials, 
members of council, the mayor and old 
home week officials. Then came the Po- 
mona float. 

This was built on a low wheel wagon, 
with platform eight:feet wide and twenty- 
two feet long. On the rear half an elab- 
orate platform was erected. A canopy 
roofed with wheat and oats crowned this 
and protected Sister Boyer, worthy Po- 
mona of the Huntingdon Pomona grange, 
as she rode in state and in full court cos- 
tume. She was attended on either side by 
Worthy Ceres and Worthy Flora, who 
also wore the appropriate decorations and 
were seated a little lower. This was Po- 
mona, or fruit, float, and the idea was 
completed in the giant cornucopia, or 
horn of plenty, that decked the float, and 
its giant mouth was pouring out a mon- 
ster ‘pile of luscious and beautiful fruits 
all along the route. 

Following came the Reformatory and 
Red Men, each with splendid demonstra- 
tions, and then the twenty-three subor- 
dinate granges of the county showed their 
representations from the various parts of 
the county. Practically every product of 
the farm, every farm implement, ancient 
and modern, and every condition of farm 
life was displayed somewhere in that two 
mile long parade. The floats were drawn 
by from two to six horses, and many of 
them were highly artistic, and many of 
them were brought anywhere from five to 
twenty miles over mountain roads. This 
parade required an hour and thirty-two 
minutes to pass a given point, but it was 
educational and interesting throughout 
and had hardly any duplicates. In the 
parade line were to be seen the ox teams, 
fine carriages and the auto, showing prog- 
ress in transportation in Huntingdon 
county. One float had nothing on it that 
was not from 100 to 200 years old. The 
broadcast seed sower was contrasted with 
@ modern grain drill, while mounted high 
on another float, most tastily decorated 
with grains, rode Ceres, the goddess of 
grain, glorifying agriculture. 

Competent judges from Philadelphia and 
elsewhere pronounced this the most com- 
plete and best agricultural parade demon- 
stration ever given in Pennsylvania. Such 
farmers in central Pennsylvania as are 
not now members of the grange, but wit- 
nessed this grange demonstration, are say- 
ing that they must join the Order. in the 
afternoon Brothers Whitehead and Dor- 
sett delivered addresses in front of the 
courthouse, and in the evening Pomona 
met. The grange committee of old home 
week kept open house all week by pro- 
viding a grange headquarters and rest 
rooms free for all farmers. 
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Grangers at Good Roads Meeting. 

The second annual national good 
roads convention was held at Cleve- 
land, O., in September. ‘he first ad- 
dress was delivered by former Govern- 
or N. J. Bachelder of New Hampshire, 
master of thé national grange, who 
talked on “The National Grange and 
Good Roads.” ‘The same afternoon an 
address on “The New England Plan 
For Connecting Lines of ‘Trunk High- 
ways” was given by George 8S. Ladd, 
special good roads lecturer of the na- 
tional grange; Hon, T. C. Laylin, mas- 
ter of the Uhbio state grange, talked on 
“The Farmers’ Interest In Road Im- 
Provement;” Hon. F. N. Godfrey, mas- 
ter of the New York state grange, talk- 
ed on “The New York State Grange 
and Good Roads Legislation in That 
State.” This shows that the grange 
is not only in full sympathy with the 
growing demand for better roads, but 
that it is leading an aggressive move- 
ment in behalf of improved highways, 
and, furthermore, it believes that na- 
tional aid for good roads is the present 
desideratum. :
